at this time for a thorough discussion 
of last >ear*s work, the commission 
itated, but it hopes to havo before 
next fall full reports from all coun- 
ties that have had experience in snow 
removal.

Mr. Brimmer' is an authority on au- 


tomobile camping, having made many 
such trips. He is now making a 10. 
000 mile tour with his wife and three 
small children for the purpose of col- 
lecting material on this form of re- 
creation. 


There has been considerable pre- 


judice against the automobile camper, 
and he has been scornfully termed n 
"tin-can tourist." Mr. Brimmer say.-* 
that the great percentage of automo- 
bile campers are respectable middle 
class of people. Often men who could 
well afford to stop at the finest hotels 
are found in motor camps. They are 
traveling in this fashion because they 
feel that in this way they are more 
able to be perfectly natural. They 
wish for a short time to do away with 
formality.
